The Antioch - Lions Club 
originated and was organized 
in 1937, and received its 
charter from Lions Interna- 
tional on September 22nd of 
that year.

LIONS HELP LIGHT—

urer WarrenE Wright presid-' 
ing, was held on August 8, 
1956, at the end of an after- 
noon of festivities starling 
with a big parade, the raising 
of a flag presented by the 
American Legion, and enter- 
tainment by professional 
swimmers and divers.

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Stephen Young, of Lake 
Marie, who studies archaeJ 
ology, anthropology and pal- 
eontology as a hobby has 
given The Antioch News 
some interesting information 
about the inhabitants of the 
Chain of , Lakes. Region hun- 
dreds of years ago.. „ 

Young was active in the 
discovery of. an ancient In- 
dian burial ground on Indian 
Point, off of Ackerman Road, 
over six years ago. Discov- 
ered at this site were the re- 
mains" of skeletons and a few 
stone artifacts which were 
the remains of, an pncient 
mass burial of a civilization 
that lived in this area some 
400 years ago. 

These Indians were ^from a 



pre-lustoric~Woodland _ Indian 
tribe who lived in this area 

1 The entire Chain of Lakes 
Region was inhabited by 
these Woodland Indians.

They had an adequate supply 
of fresh water, fish' 'and 
shell fish, wild rice and vari- 
ous game such as wild tur- 
key, fox, beaver, raccoons, 
wolves, bear, and deer. 
• These Indians were basical- 
ly hunters and farmers rath- 
er than warriors and raised 
such crops as squash, pump- 
kins, beans, maize and mel- 
ons They lived, in "Wickie- 
ups." These are frameworks 
of saplings lashed together 
with hides or barks used as 
"outer - covering; — This-was-a 
permanent type residence. 
They used canoes and bull- 
boats made from animal 
skins for water transporta- 



tion. 

The last known Indians in 
the Chain of Lakes area^ived 
on Hackberry Island on the 
north shore of Grass Lake. 
Seven families lived there in 
1882, but in the spring they 
disappeared and no one 
knows what happened to 
them* 

Young has about 42,000 ar- 
rowheads, various pottery, 
tomahawks, ax heads, cells, 
scrapers, knives and gorgets. 
He also has a dictionary writ- 
•len-by-an_American_tndian, 
giving the Indian word and 
inscription and the meaning 
in, our language. 

A project that is near and 



dear to Stephen Young's 
heart is the establishment 
of a new museum in Lake 
County. He remarked "if 
every person in Lake County 
would contribute just $1.00, 
we could have one of the fin- 
est museums in the nation." 
Young is much in demand 
for lectures and showing ma- 
terials to schools and various 
interested groups. Last No- 
vember he appeared on WK- 
RS in a 45 minute interview, 
"Luncheon at the Karcher," 
where he discussed the Mas- 



around the world such as 
Clay Tablets from Sumaria 
with Cuniform writing on 
them. (These 'tablets were 
made by pressing wood shap- 
ed sticks into wet clay and 
then making the tablets.) He 
has pottery from South Am- 
erica, a Bronze Oil Lamp dug 
out of the city of Pompeii, an 
African Witch Doctor's Danc- 
ing mask; Bone- Harpoons

Young has. lived in the 
Antioch area all his life and 
attended Antioch schools. His 
interest' in archaeology began 
at age six. .His dad had a 
cigar box full of arrowheads. 
Little Steve asked .father for 
the collection as he wanted 
them in order to play' "Cow- 
boys and Indians.," His dad 
refused, to give them to- Jtim 
and told him to find his own 
in. the/fields, lie went out 
looking', found one and that 
started his tremendous 
hobby. 

The Youngs have three 
children, Marilyn, Stanley 
and Daniel. Marilyn is a 
freshman at Antioch High 
School and Stanley is a first 
grader at Antioch Grade 
School. Daniel is a pre- 
schooler. 

Young remarked, i "You 
know — half of the fun of- a 
hobby is sharing it with 
others," and he' really prac- 
tices what he preaches!
